Danger of trouble between the British 
government and that of Egypt was 
eliminated Tuesday with announee- 
ment that the Cairo cabinet had yield- 
ed to British demands which were ac- 
companied by dispatch of warships to 
Egyptian waters more than two weeks 
ago.
